SURVEY OF SELECTED ABCC MEMBERS 
MELISSA SANDS 


In November, 1987, surveys were sent to 50 ABCC members for the purpose 
of finding out more about how other collectors handle their collections. 
Thirty-three people replied (66%) 

. The average age of those replying: 42 years, with the youngest 10 
and the oldest 75 years old. 

The shortest length of time collecting is 1 year; the longest 15 years 
with the average length of time 5 years. 

The average number of cards was 37,698 with the smallest collection 
being 125 and the largest 100,000. 

How did you start collecting? just started picking cards up; started 
by friends or relatives; through business contacts; other collectors. 

Do close friends or relatives collect? Yes- 8 No-23. 

How do you categorize your cards? By business; by city and state; 
alphabetically; age; color; not at all. 

How do you store your cards? books and sheets; boxes; file cabinets; 
boxes for some, books for some. 

What is your source of cards? Other traders; relatives; traveling; stores, 
shows. 

Twenty people were helped in some way by other family members; 11 were 
not. 

What do you enjoy most about your collection? Different cards, different 
designs and logos, making friends, art work, inexpensive hobby, conversation 
piece, odd businesses. 

How many hours a week do you spend on your collection? The average was 
4 hours with the lease 20 minutes and the greatest 20 hours. 

Favorite categories were varies and included oriental, before 1850, 
interesting shapes, beauty shops, Mary Kay Cosmetics, antique shops, 
evangelists, ice cream, pro sports teams, oil derriks, hotels, foreign, 
transportation,unique, gazebos, political, banks,occult, odd materials 
printers, cards ais i or Robert.

Have you ever wondered what it would be like to have a million 
business cards in your collection? Well, if you are planning to 
shoot for seven figures, I have some statistics you had better 
consider. These figures are based on average size (two by three 


and one-half inch) cards. 


You might want to start by adding another room to your house. 
It's going to have to be at least nine by nine feet with an eight 
foot ceiling. And that's only allowing a tiny space between your 
floor to ceiling stacks of cards. You're also going to want to 
make sure your floors are good and sturdy. Your collection is 


going to weigh in at just over a ton. 


Displaying your cards could present some problems. Your 
collection will cover the entire playing surface of a football 
field and even extend into the end zones. Showing them in albums 
is fine if’ you have about 1600 two-inch binders and 50,000 plastic 
pages. By the way, you're going to need about 310 feet of shelves 


to store those binders. 


Of course, you could always just pile your cards in one 940 
foot tall stack. Or if you like to travel, you might consider 


placing your cards end to end for 55 miles. 


If you ever get bored with your million cards you might want to 
send them to other collectors. At the rate of one letter of 20 


cards per day it would only take 136 years and $11,000 in postage.

Calling Cards 


Gerald Burg began col- 
lecting calling cards of the 
famous 48 years ago. His ex- 
planation for the strange 
urge? “I had a consuming 
passion to hold a tangible 
piece of history in my 
hands.” 

His first, the card of a 
now unknown Indian poten- 
tate, cost him 25 cents. Now, 
more than 10,000 cards later, 
the 63-year-old Beverly 
Hills, Calif., resident claims 
to have the largest collection 
in the world. 

His cards read like a 
who’s who of the past two 
centuries: the Duke of Wel- 
lington; Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne; Buffalo Bill Cody; 
Alexandre Dumas, pere et 
fils; Jack London, and Goida 
Meir. 

“I collect movers and 
shakers,” says Burg, who, 
when not card-collecting, is 
executive director of Sinai 
Temple in Los Angeles. 

Some cards, such as those 
of Enrico Caruso, Russian 
ballet great Vaslav Nijinsky 
and Adolf Hitler, are auto- 
graphed. Abraham Lincoin's 
is not. Annie Oakley’s card 
carmies its owner’s personal 
trademark: a hole from a bul- 
let fired by the wild West leg- 
end herself. 

Burg claims a card he 
owns that was signed by

Do cards like these 
get the business?

.. ike the clothes we wear or the 


cars we drive, business cards, too, can 
make a personal statement. 

Although a bank manager, an attor- 
ney or a physician may favor a business 


| card of conservative design, the “promo- 
| tional” business card is limited only by 


good taste (sometimes very limited good 
taste), imagination, design technology, and 


nse. 

Promotional cards are designed to be 
standouts, designed to be memorable. Not 
surprisingly, then, promotional cards come 
in all shapes and sizes, even substances — 
wood, metal, and clear and smoked plastic 


| materials, with some incorporating three- 


dimensional and hologram designs. 
Available technology changes, but 
advertising is still the reason people go to 


such great lengths to get their business | 


cards noticed. 

About the turn of the century, “call- 
ing” cards — the forerunners of today’s busi- 
ness cards —were used in polite society as a 
complimentary gesture. The elite would 
leave their calling cards when visiting. 
Quick to recognize the calling card’s pro- 


motional value, the primary card passers | 


soon were attorneys, bankers, and 
industrialists. 

One other catalyst was needed, 
though, before business cards became big 
business: the widespread use of the tele- 


phone, which provided customers easy ac- 


cess to the card passer and from greater 


distances as well. Soon the business card 
became as indispensable a part of business 


| as the telephone itself. 


Business cards became common- 


| place, but as graphic design and the 





printing process advanced so did the eye- 
catching potential of the average business 


card. Fanciful business cards caught the | 


eyes not only of customers but also of a rel- | 


atively new breed of hobbyists: those who 


| collect the rare, unusual, and celebrated 


business cards, 

The American Business Card Club 
(ABCC) classifies cards from antique to ce- 
lebrity, military to sport, and humorous to

Until 
then, he and other card collectors profit 
from the fun of it all. To the right are seven 
examples of the types of cards that catch a 
card collector's eye.

“Cards from around the turn of the 
century can sell for up to five dollars, and 
celebrity cards usually sell for five to ten 


| dollars,” Christopher says, “but I don't fore- 


see many business cards being worth much 
money near term.” 

But unforeseen technology or dwin- 
dling paper resources, he allows, may

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or several years I served asa 
speaker on advertising and public 
relations for the Small Business 
Development Center at a local uni- 
versity. The attendees, most of 
whom had just formed their busi- 
nesses, or had been working at 
them less than six months, were 
eager to learn the basics of pro- 
moting their products or service to 
the public. 

I start my talk on the use of vari- 
ous advertising vehicles with the 
smallest. least expensive form of 
advertising —a business card. I ask 
attendees to raise their hand if they 
brought business cards to the semi- 
nar. Typically, about half bring 
cards. Of those people, I ask, how 
many have handed out a business 
card this evening? Perhaps a couple 
have. The rest left them in their 
pocket or stashed in a desk drawer. 


THE FORGOTTEN 
BUSINESS CARD 


So often overlooked, a business 
card is a basic ingredient in the pro- 
motional recipe. No, it won't 
replace a well-conceived newspa- 
per ad, nor does it have the impact 
ofasnappy radio commercial. But it 
is an inexpensive way to distribute 
your name to generate business. 

Compare the $30 cost for a box 
of business cards to other forms of 
advertising. The same $30 may buy 
one thirty-second radio spot on 
one radio station. It wouldn’t even 
dent the cost of a television or 
newspaper ad. Sure, you say, but a 
radio spot may be heard by 1,200 
people, a television commercial 
by thousands. 

True, but then it is gone, soon 
erased from the memory of those 
who heard or sawit. A business card 
is often retained. I keep them for 
future reference. I have an aquain- 
tance who has never thrown away 
one he's received. Business cards 
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have, in advertising terms, a shelf 
life. 


HOW MANY CAN I 
POSSIBLY HAND OUT? 

How many new people do you come 
into contact with each day? That's 
how many cards you can hand out. 
Let me tell you about Joe Girard. Joe 
isacknowledged as the best automo- 
bile salesman of all time. For twelve 
years he topped The Guinness Book 
of World Records as “World's Great- 
est Salesman.” He sold 13,000 cars 
in 15 years, at times averaging six 
per day. 

Joe is a marvelous salesman. He 
gives it everything he's got. But how 
did people hear about him? Why did 
they come to him to buy a car? A big 
reason is how Joc used his business 
cards. “When I’m shaking hands 
with people with my right hand, my 
left hand is going into my pocket,” 
Joe says. “I have created a habit — if I 
touch you, I will give you a business 
card. I can walk away saying to 
myself, ‘that person knowswholam: 
Who knows? He might need what I 
am selling. Or, he might have heard 
somebody mention what I was sell- 
ing. Why not give these cards away?” 

When Joe was selling cars, (he's 
now a motivational and sales 
speaker), he went through 16,500 
cards a month. He went beyond 
shaking hands. Joe had a box seat 
on the first base line at Tiger Sta- 
dium in Detroit. When any player 
hit a home run, Joe would jump 
up, scream and toss hundreds of 
business cards into the air. They 
scattered into every direction, 
much like personalized confetti. 
Soon everyone knew who Joe was 
and what he was selling. Newspa- 
pers wrote articles about him. He 
enjoyed the publicity and sales 
soared. 


USE YOUR OWN STYLE 

OK, soJoe’s ideas are a little extreme 
for you. His story shows, however, 
that there are any number of ways to 
distribute cards. Be creative. Come 
up with your own ideas as to how to 
put your name into the hand ofa 
prospect. Herearesomehelpfultips:

PUT THEM EVERYWHERE 
You should keep business cards in 
your wallet or purse, in your port- 
folio or briefcase, in your glove 
compartment, on your desk, on 
the kitchen table, anywhere but 
your desk drawer. 


DON’T RUN OUT 

Simply looking ahead can prevent 
your having to pay rush charges to 
a printer or scribbling your name 
on someone else's card. Reorder 
before you have to, particularly 
before the next home game. 


ATTEND BUSINESS 

MIXERS 

Chambers of commerce and other 
organizations offer networking 
opportunities by hosting “business 
after hours” mixers, usually with- 
out a formal program. Here you can 
meet people from various walks of 
life, a percentage of them soon to 
buy or sell real estate. 


HAND THEM TO YOUR

AT CLOSING 

One way to hand out more cards 
is to have others do it for you. Sat- 


isfied customers are a great source 
of referrais. 


BE DIFFERENT 

There are several ways to stand out. 
You can print your card vertically 
instead of horizontally, use a color 
photo of yourself, or print a list of 
services on the back. A list of sery- 
ices can help set you apart from 
other real estate salespeople by giv- 
ing your prospect more than your 
name, rank and telephone number.

Free Market Evaluation a 
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taken seriously in Japan

TOKYO — “Your meishi is 
your face,” trumpets an adver- 
tising billboard. 


“Meishi is most necessary 
here,” said Akio Morita, chair- 
man of the Sony Corp. “It’s abso- 
lutely essential.” 

-“A man without a meishi,” ex- 
plained Marshall R. Louis Jr., 
press officer in the United States 
Embassy, “has no identity in Ja- 
pan.” 

Indeed, it would be difficult to 
exaggerate the importance in Ja- 
pan of name cards, or meishi 
(pronounced MAY-shee). People 
in other countries do, of course, 
carry and exchange name cards 
or, as they are often called, busi- 
ness cards, particularly corpo- 
rate executives and government 
Officials. But in Japan, even the 
bar girls have them. 

Yet to note merely the preval- 
ence of meishi-passing at all lev- 
els of commerce is to miss much 
of its significance in this country. 
The exchange of meishi is the 
most basic of social rituals in a 
nation where social ritual mat- 
ters very much. It solidifies a 
personal contact in a nation 
where personal contacts are the 
indispensible ingredient for suc- 
cess in any field. 

To the discerning eye, the act 


of exchanging meishi — the pur-- 


ties involved, the setting and the 
manner in which it is done — is 
weighted with meaning. Once the 
social minuet is completed, the 
two know where they stand in 





relation to each other and re- 
garding their respective statures 
within the hierarchy of corporate 
or government bureaucracy. 


“The act of meishi exchange is 
a form of sizing up the other 
guy,” said Tadashi Yamamoto, 
director of the Japan Center for 
International Exchange, a non- 
profit organization in Tokyo. 

Today, particularly hecause of 
Japan's business and economic 
triumphs, more foreigners are 
coming here to learn from the 
Japanese. And learning some- 
thing about meishi, as much a 
part of Japan as the kimono or 
the tea ceremony, is essential for 
any outsider. 

“If you don’t know about 
meishi, you don’t know much 
about Japan,” Robert S. Inger- 
soll, chairman of the Japan So- 
ciety Inc., replied curtly, when 
asked about the subject while in 
Japan recently. 

However, conversations with 
Japan experts and knowledgea- 
ble Japanese, and a look at the 
pertinent literature, indicates 
that there are one or two things 
about meishi that no one knows 
for sure. For instance, just when 
the custom of exchanging name 
cards was introduced into Japa- 
nese society seems to be uncer- 
tain. 

Asked about it, Gerald L. Cur- 
tis, a professor at Columbia Uni- 
versity’s East Asian Institute. 
said that he thought it might 
have come to Japan from China, 
although he admitted he did not 
actually know. Was he aware of 





anyone who might know? No, he 
replied. 

But the consensus in Japan, 
where the consensus is reality, is 
that name cards are a bit of Eu- 
ropean culture that were intro- 
duced to Japan in-the late :9th 
century. 

The custom could not have be- 
gun before the Meiji Restoration, 
in 1868, until then, commoners — 
those who were not samurai —" 
were not allowed to use sur- 
names, Ryozo Kato, director of 
security affairs in the North 
American Bureau of Japan's for- 
eign ministry, explained over 
lunch recently. 

Yamamoto, of the Japan Cen- 
ter for International Exchange, 
observed: “Name cards probabiy 
came from the West. But like so 
many things, we have made it a 
very Japanese custom.” 


Meishi come in many styles. 
The standard is a white card with 
Japanese characters on one side 
and English on the other. Japa- 
nese who deal with foreigners 
fairly regularly, but whose cards 
are only inscribed in Japanese, 
are sometimes considered to be 
more nationalistic than others 
and, perhaps, more politically 
conservative. 

Some top executives of big 
Japanese steel companies have 
meishi made of metal. sliced 
thinner than paper. Colored 
meishi tend to be favored by peo- 
ple in the advertising business 
and car salesmen. Women’s cards
